Robert Braun, student 
body president, will appoint a 
committee to enforce the: policy. 

The committee will tag auto- 
mobiles which are. improperly 
parked in the parking lot. “Cars 
should be parked only in spaces 
indicated by white lines,” stated 
Miss Handley, dean of students. 

Offenders will be fined $1 for 
each violation, but continuous of- 
fenses will result in the student 
being barred from the parking 
area. Violators will report to Miss 
Handley when they receive the 
pink tag. They should report the 
day of the offense or the next 
school day. 

If no registration is in the car 
so that no name can be obtained, 
the license number will be re- 
ferred to the Califorttia Highway 
Patrol office since it is illegal to 
drive without a registration slip 
in the auto.

In '56 MPC 
handed Hartnell a 24-14 defeat 
and also in '57 the Lobos won, 
21-14. Hartnell gave its best show- 
ing in 58 when the Panthers shut 
out the Lobos, 54-0. What a game!
